It covers a period of trial 
and conflict as the story of faith 
ever does. The night is necessary 
for the stars, and it is out of the 
darkness of tria] that the brightest 
examples of divine grace and hu- 
man trust shine forth in every 
age. Just as it is true that the 
golden age of a nation’s literature 
is often an.age characterized by 
stirring and trying events, so in 
Christian experience and Bible 
story the most illustrious examples 
of: holy character, high achieve- 
ment, and lofty faith are wrung 
from the bosom of anguish and 
forged in the flames of affliction. 


I. Faith for the Family 


Here we see the germ of Moses’ 
future life and Israel’s history in 
the breast of a humble mother and 
a godly father. They were two 
slaves in the brickfields of Egypt, 
and all that has come down ta us 
from them is their name and the 
record of this mother’s faith, But 
there was a spark of celestial fire 
in those lowly breasts, which 
kindled all the flames of faith and 
power that afterwards cOnsumed 
the hosts of Pharaoh and-tighted 
the torches of Israel’s marvelous 
revelation. Eternity: alone will re- 
veal how often the life-story of 
some illustrious man started in a 
mottier’s bosom, and grew out of a 
little germ of maternal trust even 
as the mighty oak out of the little 
acorn,

He 
literally had dug his own grave. 

This fatal accident re-em- 
phasizes the warning of our text, 
“Thus saith the Lord, Set thine 
house in order; for thou shalt die, 
and not live.” This was the warn- 
ing of God to King Hezekiah, 
Hezekiah had ruled his people 
long and well. He had led, them 
under God’s miraculous intérven- 
tion to a great victory over As- 
Syria in one of Israel’s bloodiest 
wars. He had made great alliances 
with mighty foreign powers of his 
day. He had administered one of 
the richest kingdoms in Israel’s 
history. He had been a great king. 
But there came to him the in- 
evitable, inescapable call from 
God, “Thou shalt die.” Although 
death was. postponed, it was in- 
evitable and preparation was com- 
manded. . 

God has given us the same 
warning. 


I. Death Is Inevitable 
You shall die! You had better 
get ready! Death is inevitable in 
its reach. 
In America today over four 


thousand people will die! Over one 
hundred will be slaughtered on the 
highways. Fifty will commit 
suicide. Nearly one thousand will 
die of heart trouble. Over eight 
hundred will die of malignant dis- 
eases, Hypertension, tuberculosis, 
murder, other diseases and 
accidents will usher others ‘into 
eternity. Even as you read this 
sermon over one hundred people 
will die. The history of the human 
race is the history of a dying 
race. “Wherefore, as by one man 
sin entered into the world, and 
death by sin; and so death passed 
upon all men, for that all have 
sinned.” Thus God im one sweep 
of Scripture gives us the why’s 
and owherefore’s of death — 
Adam’s disobedience to God’s 
Word brought the seeds of sin and 
death into the bloodstream of the 
whole human race. 

Well did Moses sum up the his- 
tory of the human race in the 
fifth chapter of Genesis, “ ...and 
he died.” Yes, Adam lived 930 
years, “and he DIED.” His son 
Seth lived 912 years, "and he 
DIED.” Enos lived 905 years, “and 
he DIED.” #£=Methuselah iived 
longer than any of these and long- 
er than anyone since, 969 years, 
“and he DIED.”

Crime Marches On 


The 1958 crime report, which 
was not released until late in 1959, 
showed that lawlessness in the 
‘United States increased nearly 10 
per cent over the preceding year. 
J. Edgar Hoover, FBI director, 
and William P. Rogers, U. S. At- 
torney General, reported an esti- 
mated 1,553,922 crimes classified 
as serious offences during 1958, 
compared with 1,442,285 in 1957. 
This means that a “serious crime” 
is committed somewhere in the 
United States every 20 seconds. 

Broken down still further, the 
1958 crime clock indicated: A 
murder every 64.2> minutes 
a rape every 36.1 minutes 
a robbery every 7 minutes . 

a car stolen every 1.9 minutes... 
a burglary every 46.4 seconds.

Justified By Works 
Or Saved By Grace? 


Questions Answered by the; 


Editor 


Dear Brother H.__-_: 

I am happy to have your letter 
and will try to answer your ques- 
tions. 

i. It is true that we are saved 
instantly by grace, through faith 
in Christ. So many, many Scrip- 
tures teach. John 3:5 does not 
contradict that because John 3;5 
has nothing to do with baptism. 
The water in John 3:5 evidently 
represents the Word of God, as it 
does in Ephesians 5:26. I think it 
is the same as the “washing of re- 
generation” in Titus 3:5. And the 
washing of regeneration is not out- 
wardly, but inwardly. It is not 
baptism but cleansing when one, 
hearing the Word, is turned from 
sin to trust in Christ. 

This is also taught in I Peter 
1:23—“Being born again, not ol 
corruptible seed, but of incorrupti- 
ble, by the word of God, which 
liveth and abideth for ever.” 

2. You say, “How do I reconcile 
the Scriptures on saved by grace 
with James 2:14-26?" But your 
mistake is in supposing that God 
is talking about salvation in the 
passage in James. James 2:24 
says, “Ye see then how that by 
works a man is justified, and not 
by faith only.” Note, then, that 
there are two kinds of justifica- 
tion. One is in the sight of God, 
and that is by faith. The other is 
justification in the sight of man, 
and that is by works. 

Galatians 3:11 says, “But that 
no man is justified by the law in 
the sight of God, it is evident: for,

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The just shall live by faith.” “No 
man is justified by the law [that 


is, by good works of the law] in 
the sight of God.” But in James 
2:18 the Scripture says, “Shew 


me thy faith without thy works, 
and I will shew thee my faith by 


my works.” Obviously here the 
|Seripture means that one can 
show to man his faith by his 
works. Man cannot see the heart 


where one has already trusted in 
Christ. But God sees the heart, 
and so in the sight of God one is 
not justified by works. Men count 
one just as they see good works 
in his life. God counts a man just 


when he trusts the Lord. So 
“Abraham believed God. and it 
was counted unto him for right- 
eousness’” (Rom. 4:3), and then 


in the sight of men, Abraham was 
justified by works when he offered 
Isaac.

bulrushes, and then to wait be- 
side the stream until she was 
called to exchange the place of 
mother for that of nurse, and 
bring up the little life that she 
had committed in faith to the 
hands of God. Blessed privilege 
indeed to have the strength of a 
father’s faith and a mother’s pray- 
ers behind us.

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from the tree and coiled himself 
up in despair upon the ground, 
while the little bird chattered out 
its joy and praise and seemed to 
thank the heavenly powers for 
their protection. So God has given 
to us not only our salvation, but 
for the protection of our homes 
and our loved ones, the leaves of 
the tree of life which we place 
about their defenseless heads and 
defy the serpent’s sting. 

There is a promise in the New 
Testament which many of us read 
only half way through: “Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved.” But there is an- 
other clause: “and thy house.” 
Why should this be true only of 
our salvation? You have taken 
that promise for yourself; take 
it for your child; take it for your 
brother; take it for every unsaved 
member of your household. Claim 
it and hold fast to it until, a re- 
united family above, you thank 
Him that His Word is just as true 
for you as for the little family 
of old in Egypt’s bondage and on 
the shores of-the Nile. 


II. Faith for Our Individual 
Choice 

“By faith Moses, when he was 
come to years, refused to be called 
the son of Pharaoh’s daughter; 
Choosing rather to suffer afflic- 
tion with the people of God, than 
to enjoy the pleasures of sin for 
a@ season.” 

There comes a time when even 
the mother’s prayers cannot be a 


substitute for our personal re- 
sponsibility. Then we must act 
and choose for ourselves. Moses 
had the benefit of a mother’s 
teachings as well as a mother’s 
faith, and when the crisis hour 


came he was true to the convic- 
tions that she had instilled into 
his youthful mind, and he stepped 
out and assumed for himself the 
full responsibility of faith. 

His religious life began as every 
life really does, in a true purpose, 
in a right choice. It is the will 
that is the helm_of life. It is our 
choice that determines our destiny. 
Two lives opened before the young 
Hebrew standing out in clear re- 
lief and separated as far from 
each other:as pole from pole. One 
was a life of honor, luxury, and 
power; in fact, all that the world 
at its best could offer, for he was 
the heir to Egypt’s throne, and 
there was nothing within the scope 
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of human ambition which he might 
not have claimed. The other was 
a life of danger, affliction, sacri- 
fice, possibly violent death through 
the vengeance of those whose 
kindness he refused¢ and yet with- 
al the blessing of God and the fel- 
lowship in suffering, and reward 
of God’s people. 

But the prospects and the rec- 
ompenses were all in the dis- 
tance. The allurements were al! 
at hand, and only the eye of faith 
could make real the overbalancing 
value of the things of God and 
eternity. But Moses had that high- 
er vision which makes the distant 
and the unseen more real than 
the present. He had respect unto 
the recompense of the reward, and 
without a moment’s hesitation he 
made his choice. He said one eter- 
nal No to the wor!d, and one ever- 
lasting Yes to God. He gave up a 
throne and a crown, and he chose 
his lot among the afflicted people 
of God, “esteeming the reproach 
of Christ greater riches than the 
treasures in Egypt.” This is the 
very essence of faith. This is the 
first principle of consecration. This 
is the root of piety. This is the 
fear of the Lord which is the be- 
ginning of wisdom. This is the 
crisis of every soul. This. was the 
great temptation irl the wilderness 
when the Master refused _ the 


Devil’s splendid bribe and chose: 


instead the will of God alone. 
There are two sides to_this great 
decision. There is a choosing; 
there is a refusing. There is a 
Yes; there is a No. Beloved, have 
you spoken the decisive word? 
Have you said Yes to God without 
reserve? Have you said No to the 
world, and self, and sin? 


Ill. Faith Separating From 
the World and Making God 
Its Choice 


“By faith he forsook Egypt, not 
feariag the wrath of the king: for 
he endured, as seeing him who is 
invisible.” 


The time came when the will 
must become the deed, and the 
choice must be translated into ac- 
tion. That time came when the 
preparations were complete for 
the departure of the children of 
Israel from the house of bondage. 
It. was a step of the most serious 
danger. Pharaoh had bitterly re- 
fused and opposed it, and his re- 
luctant consent had been slowly 
wrung from him; but Moses knew 
at the last that consent would be 
withdrawn and that all the power 
of Pharaoh’s armies would be used 
to draw them back, but “by faith 
he forsook Egypt, not fearing the 
wrath of-the king,” and bravely 
marched forth until he found him- 
self with Pharaoh’s chariots be- 
hind him and the rolling flood 
before. And so, beloved, your de- 
cision must be proved. God will 
take you at your word. He will 
put you to the test and He will 
help you, like Moses, to persevere 
“as seeing him who is invisible.” 

And yet it is just this that ren- 
ders many a decision abortive. 
There are thousands of souls in 
heathen lands who believe the 
Gospel and have lost all faith in 
their o!d traditions, but they dare 
not step out and confess their 
faith and risk the sacrifices that 
are sure to be involved; the grief 
and anger of their heathen friends, 
the loss of influence, reputation, 
employment, family, and some- 
times of life itself. And there are 
thousands in the homeland whose 
decision for God is rendered com- 
paratively impotent by the com- 
promises they ‘make with the 
world, and their failure to be out 
and out for God, to forsake Egypt 
like Moses, and stand unequivocal- 
'y on the side of Christ. Unless you 
dare to confess your Lord and let 
your former associates know just 
where you stand, you will be sure 
to be entangled once more and 
drawn back perhaps to a life of 
sin. 

It is interesting to notice how 
Pharaoh tried to keep them back 
from leaving Egypt. He was will- 
ing for anything but this. First, 
he said they might sacrifice to 
the Lord, but they must do it in 
the land. And so the Devil is will- 
ing that we should have all the 
religion we want, but we must not 
leave the world. Next, when beat- 
en from this position he said they 
might go out of the country, but 
they must not go very far away. 
And so the enemy tries to com- 
promise again and lead us to give 
up the evil things of the world 
but hold the harmless idols. Baf- 
fled in this, he made a third com- 
promise. He was willing that they 


should go, but they must leave 
their children. And so the Devil’s 

next move, if he cannot get us to 
the theater and dance, is to take 
our children, and we begin to low- 
er the standard of Christian life 
for the young and consent to a 
license that we would not claim 
for ourselves. Finally, Pharaoh 
fought his last compromise bat- 
tle on the ground that they and 
their children might go, but they- 
must leave their property. If the 
Devil cannot have us, he wants 
our business, our investments, our 
money. We can have the Sunday, 
but he must have the six days of 
the week, the bank book and the 
safe, the stock exchange and the 
spirit of mammon. And so millions 
today have made the compromise, 
and the result is that every year 
in this so-called Christian coun- 
try two thousand million dollars 
are spent for whisky and tobacco 
and about ten million for the 
spread of the Gospel; two hundred 
dollars given to the Devil for ev- 
ery dollar given to the Lord. What 
the church of Christ needs today 
is what Dr, Chalmers used to call 
an “oo and oo” religion, that is the 
broad Scotch for “out and out.” 


IV. Faith Appropriating the 
Blood of Christ 

“Through faith he kept the 
vassover, and the. sprinkling of 
blood, lest he that destroyed the 
firstborn should touch them.” 

All our choices, separations, and 
sacrifices are vain unhtil we come 
to Calvary and reach the sprinkled, 
blood. “What would Jesus do?” 
is not the question until first we 
have understood what Jesus has 
done, and accepted it for our sal- 
vation. It is this alone that gives 
us acceptance with God. It is this 
alone that takes away the para- 
lyzing blight of guilt and sin. It 
is this that puts us to death in 
His: dying and brings us the new 
life of His resurrection. It is this 
that not only atones for the past 
but, by feeding on the flesh of the 
Lamb of God, gives us divine 
strength for the future. Never let 
us get away from the blood. Never 
let us cease to feel the heart- 
throb which those precious words 
should bring to every ransomed 
soul, 


“Dear duing Lamb, Thy precious 
blood 
Shall never lose its power.” 


A silly minister sitting beside a 
dying saint forgot himself enough 
to say to her that it must be a 
great comfort to her in her dying 
hour to be able to reflect on a 
well-spent life. “Yes,” she said, 
‘it is.” And then. with a little 
twinkle even in her dying eye she 
looked hard at him and said: 

“But, my dear pastor, the well- 
spent life on which I am reflect- 
ing is not mine, but that of Jesus 
Christ, my Saviour, and I am oc- 
cupied in putting my good works 
in one bundle and my bad works 
in another, and turning from both 
to Christ.” 


V. Faith Stepping Out and Go- 
ing Forward on the Word 
of God 

“By faith they passed through 
the Red sea as by dry lamd: which 
the Egyptians assaying to do were 
drowned.” 

This is a fine description of the 


act of faith; stepping out on the | 
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Word of God and acting as if it 
were true. Their way apparently 
was utterly closed. Behind them 
was the pursuing foe, before the 
pathless flood. There was no way 
of escape, and yet the word came: 
“Go forward.” Whither? There 
was no other way but into the 
darkness -and into the depths of 
the sea, and it was not until they 
had stepped forth into the very 
margin of the flood that the wat- 
ers rolled apart and opened a 
pathway for their trusting and 
obedient feet. So faith must not 
only accept, but also act. It must 
take its stand upon the Word of 
God. It must venture on it. It 
must count it true and simply step 
out as if it were an accomplished 
fact. 

“Thank you, Captain,” said a 
grateful general to the private 
soldier who had saved his life by 
a sudden act of heroism. He was 
not a captain, but his general’s 
word was enough for him, and 


looking up quietly answered, 
“Thank you, General. Of what 
company?” He simply went for- 


ward and acted according to his 
master’s word, and he found it 
good. So not only at the entrance, 
but all along the way of faith we 
must act upon the Word of God, 
put our weight upon it, risk our 
life upon it, face impossibilities 
upon it and then find the sea 
divided, the stone rolled away, the 
mountain become a plain, and the 
darkness and shadow of death 
turned into the morning.

zation of their grandest hopes is 
about to begin, the inheritance of 
faith is awaiting their grasp. But 
it must be taken also by faith. 
There is a formidable barrier 
lying across their path. There al- 
ways is when God has some new 
and glorious experience for us, 
something too hard for us, some 
crisis hour, some midnight con- 


flict, some towering Jericho which 


we cannot leave behind us. It is 
then, like Jacob, that we must 
get alone with God, and through 
the narrow. place of trial come into 
a large place of exalted blessing 
and lifelong victory. Perhaps some 
reader of these lines is there to- 
day, The struggle through which 
you are passing is to decide your 
whole religious future, It is God's 
opportunity for your spiritual tri- 
umph. God can bring you through, 
but only by faith can the walls of 
your Jericho fall down. The first 
thing is to believe that it is possi- 
ble, that it is for you, that it is 
for you today, and then to take 
the place of faith and stand fast 
through all the seven days and the 
sevenfold test, until the shout of 
victory shall ring, and prayer shall 
be turned to praise. Beloved, have 
you taken this higher step of 
faith? Have you not only left 
Egypt but entered Canaan? Will 
you take God for it, and will 
you press on until it becomes for 
you, as for them, a glorious reali- 
zation? 

You will notice that all the in- 


your years are lost and you have 
only your labor for your pains 
until you believe God and enter 
into the rest of faith and the full- 
ness of your victory and your in- 
heritance. 


VII. The Faith That Lifts the 
Vilest Sinner Into the Highest 
Place of Blessing and Sends 
Us Forth From the Fullness 
of Our Blessing to Save 
the Lost 


“By faith the harlot Rahab per- 
ished not with them that believed 
mot.” 


The story of Rahab is strangely 
interwoven with the victory of 
Joshua. The book that tells us of 
the highest Christian life quickly 
reminds us of the mercy of God 
for the vilest sinner, and bids us 
blend the work of salvation with 
the higher work of sanctification. 
The heart of God is as much con- 
cerned in seeking and saving the 
lost as in leading His people into 
a higher blessing. Let us, like 
Him, ever be found close to the 
publicans and sinners. The very 
best proof that we have reached 
the Land of Promise wil! ever be 
that we are found seeking to save 
the Rahabs all around and plant 
the cities of refuge for the man- 
slayer and sinner. How beautiful 
to know that He who raised poor 
Rahab from the ranks of deepest 
sin to be the mother of our Lord 
in His human lineage still waits to 


look upon the radiant clouds that 
gather about the setting sun, and 
the answer would be: “These were 
the foul and fetid miasmas that 
came from the swamps and marsh- 
es, but yonder sun has trans- 
formed them into the _ glorious 
forms that wait upon the chariot 
of His ascension.” “What are these 
and whence came they?” we might 
ask about the shining pages on 
which the béautiful words of in- 
spiration are printed, and the an- 
swver might be: “These were filthy 
rags trodden by the passing 
throng, reeking with uncleanness, 
but they have been cleansed and 
purified until they became the 
very messengers of God and leaves 
from the Tree of Life.” “What are 
these and whence came _they?” 
will be asked some day by the 
Visitors from distant worlds as 
they gaze upon the faces and 
forms of ransomed. saints around 
the throne, and a voice will an- 
swer: “These were Rahab the har- 
lot, and the dying malefactor; 
these were vile and sinful men, 
but they ‘have washed their robes 
and made them white in the blood 
of the Lamb.’” Beloved, this ifs 
God’s great laboratory of grace, 
God’s living miracle of love, God’s 
sweetest, highest, most enduring 
work, and in it He lets us have 
a part. Saved ourselves, let us live 
to save and serve, and let us re- 
member that the secret of all our 
power to save is the same old 
secret by which we were saved 
ourselves, faith and faith alone.

The Occasion of this Mes- 
sage: Invited to rate 
With a Catholic Priest in 
Baccalaureate Service 


Several weeks ago, I received 
a letter inviting me to give the 
invocation at the Baccalaureate 
Service. The invocation, we read 
in Webster’s International Diction- 
ary, is: “Act or form of calling 
for the assistance or presence of 
some superior being; earnest and 
solemn entreaty; esp., prayer of- 
fered to a divine being.” | 

For this same program the 
Roman Catholic priest has been 
asked to give the message. In 
fulfilling the part of the invoca- 
tion) I would be obliged to ask 
God's blessing, God’s assistance, 
and God’s divine presence upon 
one whom we are certain knows 
nothing of the gospel message of 
salvation, nor has he experienced 
it. : 

His teachings are the teachings 
of the Roman Catholic Church 
which are erroneous, most of 
which are not found in the Word 
of God at all. His message. of 
salvation is a message of salvation 
through the church. 

There is a movement in our 
country among Conservative Bap- 
tists and others concerning sepa- 
ration from the type of co-opera- 
tive evangelism that. the world 
has come to know under Evange- 
list Billy Graham. 

I want to go on record as say- 
ing that I have no quarrel with 
Billy Graham’s message, as I have 
heard him preach it, or his type 
of preaching. I cannot, however, 
find scriptural sanction for co- 
operation between those who are 
unsaved, modernists, liberals or 
even Roman Catholics, and the 
saved, in the propagation of the 
gospel. 

Having thus taken this stand in 
my own personal convictions, I 
cannot appear on the platform to 
ask God’s blessing upon a service 
in which a Roman Catholic priest 
will speak and several gentlemen 
whom I believe are liberal and 
modernistic in their theology are 
to have part. It is for this reason 
that I have declined and have 
suffered criticism because of it. 
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Should | Co-operate .. . ? 


Yet I believe my convictions are 
based upon the Word of God. 


Commanded to Withdraw 
From Those Who Are Es- 
sentially Wrong in ~- 
Doctrine 

We shall look into God’s Word 
and see what it has to say con- 
cerning this matter. In II Thes- 
salonians 3:6 God says we are 
to withdraw from one who is a dis- 
orderly brother. “Now we com- 
mand you, brethren, in the name 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, that ye 
withdraw yourselves from every 
brother that walketh disorderly, 
and not after the tradition which 
he received of us.” 

“The tradition which we have 
received” refers to the ministry 
and preaching of Paul the apostle. 
Paul says that if there are those 
who walk contrary to that which 
I have taught you, you are to 
withdraw from them. You are not 
to co-operate with them! You are 
not to become a part of their pro- 
gram! 

Again in II Thessalonians 3:14 
we read: “And if any man obey 
not our word by this epistle, note 
that man, and have ‘no company 
with him, that he may be 
ashamed.” Take note of that man 
who does not obey the Word of 
God and have no company with 
him. This is the stand that God 
would have us take concerning 
those who have erroneous views 
and practices concerning the gos- 
pel message of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

There is no qualification! There 
is no compromise on the stand- 
ards of doctrine! Either we are 
saved through the shed blood of 
the Lord Jesus Christ and simple 
faith in Him by the grace of God, 
or we are saved by membership 
and functions of some organiza- 
tion. Either the Lord Jesus Christ 
is the Son of God, the only media- 
tor between God and man, the 
only one to receive the confession 
of our sin, or man is. Either Christ 
is our mediator to God, or His 
earthly mother is. Either Christ is 
the only way of salvation, or sim- 
ple modes of ethics and codes of 
living become messages of salva- 
tion. They are separate, distinct 
principles diametrically opposed to 
each other. If any man obey not 
this epistle that I have written, 
the Word of God, “note that man 
and have no company with him,” 
Paul was inspired to say. Do not 
become a participant in his pro- 
gram. 

Then we read in II John 10, 11 
that the man who does not bring 
the gospel message, who does not 
bring the Word of God on the 
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American Board of Missions 
to the Jews, Inc.

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Lwithdrawing. That is, 


doctrine of Christ, is not to be 
wished well. “Ifthere come any 
unto you, and bring not this doc- 
trine, receive him not into your 
house, neither bid him God speed: 
For he that biddeth him God speed 
is partaker of his evil deeds.” 


Do not wish him well or God- 
speed on his journey. God says 
in His Word that if we do, we be- 
come partners in his evil deeds. 
How much more then would I be- 
come a partaker of the evil deeds 
of liberalism, modernism and 
Roman Catholicism if I would ap- 
pear on the platform, according to 
the program, and ask God's bless- 
ing on the program in which rep- 
resentatives of these systems are 
included. God’s Word says that 
I would be a partaker of their 
evil deeds and of their evil philoso- 
phy and their erroneous theology. 


We also read in I Timothy 6:3- 
9: “If any man teach otherwise, 
and consent not to wholesome 
words, even the words of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, and to the doctrine 
which is according to godliness: 
He is proud, knowing nothing, but 
doting about questions and strifes 
of words, whereof cometh envy, 
strife, railings, evil surmisings, 
Perverse disputings of men of cor- 
rupt minds, and destitute of the 
truth, supposing that gain is god- 
liness: from such withdraw thy- 
self.’ 

Here God gives us His mind 
toward those who hold views con- 
trary to the words of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. Here God tells us 
to withdraw ourselves from those 
who do not consent to the words 
of our. Lord Jesus Christ. There 
is no question that those who have 
liberal, modernistic or Roman 
Catholic theology are not consent- 
ing to the words of Christ or of 
the Word of God, as the final 
authority. To withdraw means to 
pull away or remove one’s self 
from any connection with those 
of this kind. It is for this reason 
that I believe even my presence 
on the platform of a religious ser- 
vice (should I say nothing)~ with 
those who are not believers, and 
thus lending support to their 
teaching, would be contrary to the 
Word of God. This: type of co- 
operation certainly would not be 
to appear 
on the same platform, appear in 
the same program, a religious pro- 
gram (as, baccalaureate is) with 
those who are of contrary doc- 
trine. 


Mark False Teachers: Contend 
for the Faith 


We are told in Romans 16:17, 
18 that we are to mark and avoid 
those who are not preaching es- 
sentials of the Word. “Now I 
beseech you, brethren, mark them 
which cause divisions and offences 
contrary to the doctrine which ye 
have learned; and avoid them. 
For they that are such serve not 
our Lord Jesus Christ, but their 
own belly; and by good words and 
fair speeches deceive the hearts 
of the simple.” MARK THEM! 
CLASSIFY THEM! 

Some say that we are not to 
judge, but God says to mark them. 
Take concern, look and observe, 
considering their doctrine, and 
mark them concerning it. If it is 
contrary to the doctrine we are 
taught in the Word of God we are 
to avoid them. We have the God- 
given principle concerning the re- 
lationship of those who are not 
teachers of truth and the believer. 

God has something to say about 
false teachers in Jude 3 and 4. 
“Beloved, when I gave all diligence 
to write unto you of the common 
salvation, it was needful for me 
to write unto you, and exhort you 
that ye should. earnestly contend 
for the faith which was once de- 
livered unto the saints. For there 
are certain men crept in unawares, 
who were before of old ordained 
to this condemnation, ungodly 
men, turning the grace of God in- 
to lasciviousness, and denying the 
only Lord God, and our Lord Je- 
sus Christ.” 

EARNESTLY CONTEND! Con- 
tend carries with it a note of 
strenuous activity. To put forth 
God-given effort. To be alive. To 
be fervent, ftetiual in the minis- 
try of the Word of God. To earn- 
estly contend for the faith, not 
eompromise the faith, not to co- 
operate with those without faith. 
We have a faith delivered by God 
to the saints, simple faith based 
on, the Bible. 

We as Baptists hold as our 
creed, as our confession of faith, 
as our doctrinal statement, the 
New Testament! Great is our re- 


sponsibility to hold fast and con- 
tend earnestly for the faith which 
has been delivered unto us! 


Notice also what it says con- 
cerning these false teachers that 
deny the Lord Jesus Christ. One 
can say what he pleases about the 
Lord Jesus Christ, but if he 
doesn’t give heed to the one sim- 
ple standard, that there is salva- 
tion in no other name under Heav- 
en, he has denied Him. If is not 
enough to believe in the deity of 
Christ, one must believe in His 
Saviourship. To deny John 3:16, 
the very center of the gospel mes- 
Sage, is to turn the grace of God 
into lasciviousness and to deny 
the Lord Jesus Christ! 

God describes these false teach- 
ers in Jude 12, 13, “. spots 
in your feasts of charity, 
clouds they are without water. 

. trees whose fruit withereth, 
without fruit, . .. Raging waves 
of the sea, . wandering stars, 


God also says that one who de- 
nies the principles,of the New 
Testament, the principles of God’s 


Word, to him “ is reserved 
the blackness of darkness for 
ever.” Hell for the ungodly teach- 


ers who teach not the truth of 


the Word of God. 


“Be Not Unequally Yoked 
With Unbelievers” 

There is no question that the 
clearest portion of Scripture on 
separation is II Corinthians 6:14- 
18, where we read: 

“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers: for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness? and what com- 
munion hath light with darkness? 
And what-concord hath Christ 
with Belial? or what part hath 
he that believeth with an infidel? 
And what agreement hath the 
temple of God with idols? foe ye 
are the temple of the living God; 
as God hath said, I will dwell in 
them, and walk in them; and I will 
be their God, and they shall be 
my people. Wherefore come out 
from among them, and be ye sepa- 
rate, saith the Lord, and touch 
not the unclean thing; and I will 
receive you, And will be a Fathei 
unto you, and ye shall be my sons 
and dnughters, saith the Lord AIl- 
mighty.” 

What communion, what unity, 
what - co-operation can there be 
for the servant who preaches the 
gospel message of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and the one who neither 
believes or preaches it? What 
communion has the servant of the 
Lord who is sent forth as a light 
into the world, and the one, as 
the Bible tells us, who has a place 


reserved for him 
darkness forever? 


What communion? What fel- 
lowship? What concord?- What is 
the common denominator? What 
do the servant of Christ and 
the servant of the Devil have in 
common? United baccalaureate 
services? United evangelistic ser- 
vices? Thé Bible says NO! 

What agreement hath the tem- 
ple of God with idols? Romanism 
is an_ idol-worshiping religion. 
What agreement has the believing 
preacher, filled with the Holy 
Spirit, with the unbelieving pro- 
moter of idol worship? And yet 
to appear on the platform, and sit 
in a-united program, men are 
taught to believe there is some- 
thing in common, that there is a 
place where the two can meet on 
a common ground. 

Here we have the beginning of 
what the world is crying for today: 
the unification of all religion! 
Modernism, Liberalism, Roman 
Catholicism and Fundamentalism 
uniting in a co-operative service. 
Co-operation and compromise are 
the two legs on which the giant of 
ecumenicalism stands. Co-opera- 
tion is the “byword” of the 
American Baptist Convention. 

One of our Conservative Baptist 
leaders was told some years ago 
by a man of some import in the 
American Baptist Convention 
(then the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention), “I don’t-give a 
what you preach as long as you 
co-operate.” CO-OPERATION! 
What fellowship have a believer 
and a non-believer? There is none.

Excuses Given for Co-oper- 
ating With Unbelievers 
There are, of course, Many rea- 
sons and excuses given why we 


should co-operate in this kind of 
endeavor, The one most used is 
the one, What will the public think¢ 
if we refuse to co-operate? We are 
reminded of the 29th verse 6f 
Acts 5 where the high “mucky 
mucks” in religion of the early 
days of the chureh brought the 
disciples into court for preaching 
the Gospel. They said to them, We 
have beaten you and told you 
that we don’t want to hear any 
more of this preaching of Jesus. 
The disciples answered them, “We 
ought to obey God rather than 


men.” 


Our responsibility is to God 
first. It is far better to fall into 
disfavor with the public than with 
God. Paul said that he was debtor 
to the world to give unto them the 
gospel message. So are we to the 
people of this community. We owe 
them nothing else. 

Galatians 1:16 says, “To reveal 
his Son in me, that I might preach 
him among the heathen; immedi- 
ately I conferred not with flesh 
and blood.” When God revealed 
His will to the Apostle Paul, he 
did not counsel or seek men’s 
opinion, but got alone with God 
on the matter. So we ought to 
seek God's face in this matter and 
forget about public opinion.

damage to the .church over the 
years of time as any other one 
force. Romans 12:2 says, “And be 
not conformed to this world: but 
be ye transformed by the renew- 
ing of your mind, that ye may 
prove what is that good, and ac- 
ceptable, and perfect will of God.” 
Some one has translated it: “Be 
not schemed together with this 
world ....” Fit not well into the 
pattern of living. God has ordained 
that a Christian should not fit too 
perfectly into his surroundings in 
this world. He should appear on 
many issues as a square peg in 
a round hole. Men are fearful that 
they will cause a disturbance on 
the peaceful sea of conformity. It 
is the cry of this community on 
the.matter of Roman Catholicism. 
They say Chiniquy caused a dis- 
turbance when he left the Roman 
Church and families were divided 
against each other. Now we have 
peace again between Romanism 
and Protestantism, so don’t stir 
it up again.

For Harry Cove had 
earned the title of “the world’s 
most revived man” because the 
Lansing fire department’s 
halator squad had raced to his 
home. and revived him 172 times 
following that number of heart 
attacks. But he added, “No longer 
will the fire department’s. dis- 
patcher sing out the familiar re- 
frain, ‘It’s Harry again!’ Mr. Cove 
is dead!” 

Yes, you may brush your teeth 
twice a day with a_ nationally 
known toothpaste; you may see 
your doctor twice a year; you may 
wear rubbers when it rains; you 
may get eight hours of sleep 
every night; you may never smoke, 
drink or lose your temper.

But her end is bitter as worm- 
wood, sharp as a twoedged sword. 
Her feet go down to death; her 
steps take hold on hell” (Prov. 
5:3-5). You had better get ready, 
don’t you see? 


III, Death Is Terrible 


You shall die! You -had better 
get ready because death is terrible 
in its visitation. 

“Thou fool!” These were the 
midnight, silence-breaking words 
of the Lord to a man who was 
visited by death. This man had 
and overflowing 
harvest. He had mused to himself, 
“And I wit say to my soul, Soul, 


many years; take thine ease, eat, 
drink and’ be merry.” 

But God said to him, “Thou 
fool, this night thy soul shall be 
required of thee.” Fools! This is 
Bible language. Fools recorded in 
the Bible were not ignoramuses, 
nor people with “upstairs apart- 
ments to rent,” but fools men- 
tioned in the Bible were individ- 
uals who did not exercise their 
God-given sense in the light of 
eternal issues. 

God charges the “so-called 
atheist” with being a fool. “The 
fool hath said in his heart, There 
is no God” (Ps. 14:1). 

In Proverbs 14:9, God deelares 
you who mock (or laugh) at sin 
are fools. Again in Luke 24:25, 
we see the folly of fools; individ- 
uals who are “slow of heart to be- 
lieve all that the prophets have 


spoken.” We call the “Scripture 
slashers”’ and the “penknife” 
preachers, teachers, and leaders 


who cannot believe God’s Word 
and cut out everything that is 
‘not “logical” and “reasonable” in 
their eyes, modernists. God calls 
them fools. 

This man in Luke 12:16-21 was 
a fool. He had made plans to re- 
tire, rest and relax. He had work- 
ed shard. He had endured burning 
sun and drenching rains. He had 
made his fortune. He, no doubt, 
had insured his barns, his stock, 
his home, his life and his family. 
But he had not insured his soul. 
He had gotten ready to live, but 
he had not made preparations to 
die. Now it was time to rest, he 
told his soul. But God said, “No, 
it is time to die.” : 

That night the angel of death 
knocked at his door. That night 
the skirts of Death swished 
through the room. That night the 
icy fingers of Death cast a soul 
into eternity. The next morning 
the family found their loved one 
dead. 

I trust this will not be your 
biography, too. I have seen so 
many friends in my ministry vis- 
ited by death this way. I pray 
you will give earnest heed to the 
things you have heard, and not 
let them’ slip. Oh, I pray that at 
some midnight hour, or that on 
some blood-spattered highway, or 
in some hospital ward, or that in 
rejection of Christ which well may 
be your very last, final and fatal 
rejection, you will not have to cry 
out with another death-doomed 
and Hell-bound soul, “I have 
played the fool, and have erred 
exceedingly” (I Sam. 26:21).

his death wrote these words to 
his wife, “Dear, I have just 
learned, to my surprise, that I 


have only a few days te live. It 
may be that before this reaches 
you I will have entered. into the 
Palace. ‘Don’t trouble to write. We 
shall meet in the morning.” 


At his funeral in Christ Church 
Cathedral Scriptures were read 
which spoke of the Christian’s 
hope of immortality and Easter 
songs were sung. As the organ 
began to play the hymn at the 
conclusion of the service, to the 
surprise of the bowed-head congre- 


gation, instead of the funeral 
march, the organist swung into 
the triumphant notes of the 
Hallelujah Chorus. What could 


have been more fitting? A Chris- 
tian with hope in Christ had gone 
home to His Saviour. 

Death’s separation to the Chris- 
tian is only for a little season, 
for God’s Word promises us, “For 
the Lord himself shall descend 
from heaven with a shout, with 
the voice of the arehangel, and 
with the trump of Ged: and the 
dead in Christ shall rise first: 
then we which are alive and re- 
main shall be caught up together 
with them ‘in the clouds, to meet 
the Lord in the air: and so shall 
we ever be with the Lord. Where- 
fore comfort one another with 
these words” (I Thess. 4:16, 17). 
What a day that will be! * 

Oh, you had better get ready 
that you may have the same hope 
Dr. F. B. Meyer had, because 
without Christ you face the 
mournful, baneful and eternal loss 
of loved ones even as this Wash- 
ington, D. C., celebrity.

V. Hell Cannot Be Avoided 
Without Preparation 


You shall die! You had better 
get ready because death in Hell 
is avoidable only with the right 
preparation. 

Our text warns us to get ready, 
“Thus saith the Lord, Set thine 
house in order; for thou shalt 
die and not live.” Get ready! This 
was the. theme of a soldier’s last 
letter. Dated June 21, 1953, 
Company Commander John R. 
Wasson wrote this letter to his 
men of Company “I” 65th In- 
fantry Regiment: 


“MEN OF ‘Tl’ COMPANY: 

“In the midst of this situa- 
tion, we are concerned about 
having trenches, bunkers, 
weapons, but I have some- 
thing that I want to share 
with you that is more im- 
portant than all of these and 
any Others. As thinking men 
I challenge you to consider 
these facts seriously: 

“(1) Life here on earth is 
very uncertain and short. We 
have seen this to be true 
many times. 

(2) Death seems to have no 
explanation or solution when

we face it so vividly and 
brutally. 

“God has shown me the 
solution to these two puzzles 
in the promises of the Bible. I 
must share them with you, for 
they must be personally un- 
derstood and claimed to be 
yours, 

“First, God promises that 
we may have everlasting life 
by believing that Jesus is the 
Son of God and receiving Him 
as our Saviour from sin (John 
3:16; 1:12), 

“Second, God assures us. 
that Christ Jesus has won the 
victory over death and the 
grave once and for all (I Cor. 
15:54-57; Rom. 8:38, 39). Now 
God does not lie. His Word 
is true. I simply want to 
challenge you to seek to _ know 
Christ, for with Him there 
is eternal life and joy, but 
without Him there is uncer- 
tainty and sorrow... 

“ ‘He that believeth on him 
is not condemned: but he that 
believeth not is condemned al- 
ready, because he hath not 
believed in the name of the 
only begotten Son of God.’ 

“If you know Him afready, 

I challenge you to live for 

Him daily.” 

I quote you this last letter of 
the Company Commander to his 
men on the eve of a great battle. 
It warned them to get ready. It 
instructed them how to get ready 
to die. How many laughed it off; 
how many shrugged it off; how 
many bélieved it and prepared 
only eternity will reveal. God has 
a last message for you, too. Not 
that God will die and never speak 
again, but, because this may well 
be your last opportunity to hear 
His message. God pleads with_ you, 
“Say unto them, As I live saith 
the Lord God, I have no pleasure 
in the death of the wicked; but 


that the wicked turn from his 
way and live: turn ye, turn ye 
from your evil ways; for why 


will ye die . . . ?”” God so loved 
you that He sent His Son, allowed 
Him to be maligned, hated without 
a cause, jeered, mocked, tried and 
sentenced unjustly and crucified 
that you might turn from your 
sins, confess them to Him and be 
saved and have everlasting life. 
Yes, I plead with you in God's 
stead, get ready, get prepared to 
meet God, get saved. 


God the Father does not want 
you to die in your sins and .go 
to Hell. Neither does Jesus. No 
one can possibly know the suffer- 
ing, the shame, the sum total of 
all the world’s sins He bore on 
that awful rugged tree. He bore 
them for you. He bore yours. He 
calls you now to get ready, get 
saved, get right with God, “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, He that 
heareth my word, and believeth 
on him that sent me, hath ever- 
lasting life, and shall not come 
into condemnation; but is passed 
from death unto life’ (John 5:24). 

The Holy Spirit loves you, too. 
He does not want you to perish 
in sin and go to Hell. Even now He 
convicts you of the truth of this 
message; now He pleads with you 
to get saved; now He warns you 
that “. . . behold, now is the ac- 
cepted time; behold, now is the 
day of salvation” (II Cor, - 6:2). 
Now He woos you with the last 
call of God in the Bible; God’s 
last call in the very last chapter 
of the Bible to dying, Hell-bound 
sinners, “And the Spirit and the 
bride say, Come: And let him that 
heareth say, Come. And let him 
that is athirst come. And whp- 
soever will, let him take of the 
water of life freely” (Rev. 22:17). 

Are you ready? 

How do you chose — Heaven 
or Hell? Life or death? 

In the light of inevitable death, 
unpredictable death, terrible 
death, final death, but avoidable 
death, surely you will choose 
Christ who stands at your heart’s 
door and knocks saying, ‘Behold, 
I stand at the door, and knock: 
if any man hear my voice, and 
open the door, I will come in to 
him, and will sup with him, and 
he with me” (Rev. 3:20):
